Governors hold line on nuclear waste disposal

CARLSBAD, N.M. — Energy Secretary 

James Watkins brought his vision of a new 
and improved Energy Department here 
Wednesday, impressing the governors of 
New Mexico, Colorado and Idaho even as 
they stuck to their disparate positions on 
nuclear waste disposal. 

Idaho Gov. Cecil Andrus joined Gov. Roy 
Romer of Colorado and New Mexico Gov. 
Ga'rrey Carruthers at the Waste Isolation 
Pilot Plant to meet with Watkins about the 


implications of another delay in WIPP’s 
opening. . 

Watkins announced Tuesday that the 
opening of the nation's first permanent 
nuclear waste repository would be put on 
hold for the third time. Ho cited his agency’s 
inability to iron out a number of lingering 
technical concerns with the plant. 

WIPP is designed to store tools, clothing 
and other items used in weapons production 
that have been contaminated by plutonium 
and other hazardous materials. The waste 
will be stored 2,150 feet underground in 
massive rooms carved out of southeastern 


New Mexico’s salt beds. 

After meeting with the governors for more 
than two hours, Watkins said DOE would be 
heading- back to the drawing board on-WIPP 
- but would be more mindful than over of 
environmental and safety concerns. 

While Andrus was less effusive than 
Corruthers and Rontejin his praise for 
Watkins, he did say gha4n-h e - w a e- gl ad- 
Watkins “recognizes that we have to pay 
attention to the nuclear waste stream' os well ' 
as the nuclear production stream." 

, The secretary, who later toured WIPP’s 
underground area with Andrus and Romer, 


used words like “wotershed" a?id “upheuvul" 
to describe his agency’s new approach. „• . •’ 
In recent 'weeks, Watkins and other energy 
officials have pledged to put.an end to the 
disregard for safety and the environment 
that has led to problems at several DOE 
facilities and badly sullied the agency's 
reputation.

WASHINGTON - The House 
Wednesday approved S303.5 million 
for New Production Reactors at the 
Idaho National Engineering 
— Laboratory-and-Savannah-Rivor, 
S.C. 

At.lho same time, the House voted 
to cut the budget for the Special 
Isotope Separator, planned for 
possible construction at INEL, by 
$76 million. 

The money was included in 1990 
appro'pnations'bill for energy-and 
water.The legislation would provide 
$203.6 million for operating expenses 
at the two reactors. The remaining 
$100 million _wo_uld go for 
construction. 


The House Department of Energy 
Nuclear Facilities Panel, which is 
chaired by Rep. JohnSpratt, D-S.C., 
earlier this month recommended full 
funding for the two reactors, a plan 
which was endorsed by Rep. 
Richard Stallings, D-Idaho. 

The bill will now go to the Senate. 

In all, the bill sets aside more 
than $1.6 billion for various clcan-up 
operations at Energy Deportment 
nuclear facilities including INEL, in 
Idaho Fails. 

The allocation includes $11 million 
-for-INEL waste treatment and 
containment programs and a total of 
$636 million — or four times the

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (AP) - The 
captain of a Greek tanker that 
spilled 420,000 gallons of licuting oil 
into Narragansott Bay was arrested 
and charged with violating the Clean 
Water Act and the federal Refuse 
Act on Wednesday. 

The captain, lakovas Gcorgudis, 
surrendered and was charged in 
federal court in Providence, said 
U.S. Attorney Lincoln Almond. The 
charges were filed promptly in order 
to ensure that the captain would 


remain in this country. 

Each of the two counts carries up 
to a year in prison and $200,000 fine 
or double the actual damoges, which 
the Coast Guard has estimated at 
$1.6 million. The .Rcfuse Act 
prohibits discharging refuse into a 
navigable water without a permit. 

Almond said' he would ask the 
court for what bo termed “sunicient 
conditions” to ensure the captain 
would return to face the charges.

— West Germany, Italy, JJritain and most.olher__l 
allied governments have issued strong verbal 
protests agoinst the monstrous behavior of the 
Beijing regime ond have pul diplomatic relations 
on hold. There is no visible willingness, however, 
to impose actual economic sanctions. Japan, 
which provides more than half of China’s develop- 
ment aid, has bluntly rejected the idco of sanc- 
tions and urged Washington and others to do the 
same. The Soviet Union has held back 6ven from 
plain-talk denunciation of the events in Beijing. 

Remember, too, that military and diplomatic 


cooperation with China serves U.S. interests; 
U.S.-run electronic surveillance stations in north- 
ern China provide invaluable intelligence on Sovi- 
et compliance with arms-control agreements. Chi- 
nese cooperation is vital to pence and stability in 
Southeast Asia and to U.S. efforts to head off the 
dangerous spread of long-range missiles to the 
volatile Middle East. 

We will be wiser to play for the revival of the 
forces for change in China. 

The strongest liberalizing influence in Chino is 
the country’s decade-old economic opening to the 
'Weslrwhich-hae-brought-large-scalo exiMsuro to — 
Western businessmen, scholars, journalists and 
tourists, Within far more generous bounds, than in 
the Soviet Union, private enterprise has been le- 
galized. ■■

May economic index plummets: no 


recession ahead, say analysts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government reported Wednesday 
that its chief economic forecasting 
gauge plunged last month, taking the 
'deepest dip since the 1987 slock 
market crash. 

But many analysts remoined 
confident the economy is not being 
steered into a recession. 

— The l.S p e r cen t d ee l ine-in-the- 
Index of Leading Economic 
: Indicators was the steepest since a 
1.8 percent skid in November 1987, 
the Commerce Department 
reported. The drop in 1987 reflected 
the shock from . the 508-point plunge 
in' the Dow Jones index of 30 
industrial stocks on Oct. 19, 1987. 

Many analysts were expecting a 
decline — although perhaps not as 
steep — and said it was consistent 
with the so-called soft landing sought 
by the Federal Reserve ns it seeks to 
stem inflation by.slowing the 
. economy without, driving it into 
recession. 

The index is designed to foretell 
economic activity six to nine months 
into the future. 

At the White House, spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwatcr said of the drop: 
“The economy is healthy and 
growing at a slower pace, which 
means less pressure on inllation ond 
interest rates. Wo stjll think that the

California, with its -huge 
aerospace industry, is the biggest 
benefactor, expected to gamer $6.7 
billion in sales and 70,332 non- 
government jobs created directly or 
indirectly by NASA-related 
spending, the study..found.

The bill would require prosecutors 
in tho District. o£-Columbia to.

charges guaranteeing' n trial and 
the possibility of bail — against 
anyone who had bccn held more 
than 12 months for civil contempt of 
court. 

The measure, which passed by a 
376-34 margin, is designed to apply 
retroactively to the case of Dr.

Be especially careful to 
avoid dry grass and leaves. 

• Keep a bucket of water nearby 
for emergencies and for dousing any 
fireworks that do not ignite properly. 

• Do no.t try to relight fireworks 
that fail to go off. Douse them in wa- 
ter and throw them away. 

• Be sure bystanders are out of 
range before setting off fireworks.

Jones says U of I involvement in 
death penalty'^appeal inappropriate 


BOISE (AP) — Attorney General Jim Jones on 
Wednesday questioned the propriety of the University of 
Idaho law school’s involvementjn the death penalty 
' appeal of murderer Randall Lynn McKinney, urging 
Gov. Cecil Andrus to, look into the matter. 


In a three-page letter to Andrus and later speaking to 
' IheJ^iw 


reporters, Jones said it was improper' for thejjiw school 
through its long-established Legal Aid CHhic to have 
associate professor Kenneth Gallant represent 
McKinney in the federal appeal of his death sentence. 

The Republican attorney general, firing the latest shot 
in an escalating political battle with the Democratic 
governor, said state money and assets should not be 
used to fight the state’s interest in having that death 
penalty carried out. He also renewed his objections to 
• Andrus’ involvement in the NfolGnnej <^sc particularly. 

Andrus acknowledged that he diu not favor the 
involvement of the law school in criminal cases but 
pointed out the program had been authorized by the 


university and the Board of Education. 

But the governor also refused to engage in further 
debate over his request that federal judges let the Idaho 
death penalty law work. “There's just absolutely nothing 
to be gained in another one of tho.se typical,

Andrus said before returning from New Mexico, where

This is a violation of mail fraud, fair 
credit, and computer fraud statutes.

Sometimes this all happens without 
the “patient” having any idea that 
anything illegal is happening. Other 
times, everyone involved knows it ic^s 
illegal, the purpose being to borrow as 
much as possible, then skip town.

And quite a mess It can be! Unless you

There are hundreds j)f thousands of PC users 
runningthe same ridclight now because the Fast 
Eddies of the world cut a few comers to keep the ■ 
price down. 

They do it by pirating the operating system. 
They install it on the hard disks of machines they 
sell, but don3( charge the buyer for it. It is 
-p utuntlyi l lsgul, but It ' B dene al l tht' Umi ' . : — ^ 

The buyer saves a few dollars but docs not get a 
backup copy of the operating system or the 
mamlalB tlmt como with it. For experienced users, 
that may not be a problem. But for novices, it con 
spell disaster. 

A word here about operating systems. The 
operating system is the underlying software that 
-makes-a computer tick. When you turn on an 
IBM-compatible, it will just sit there like an 
expensive paperweight unless it finds the 
operating system on a floppy or hard disk'. 

The operating syfltero used by most IBM- 
compatiblcs is called MS-DOS. It was written by 
the Microsoft Corp. of Bellevue, Wash.-Besides 
the basic operating system, the DOS package 
includes a bunch of critical utility programs 
necessary to format disks, copy them, chock them 
J'oc.etrors-Qnd.perfonn.other useful functions..^ 


bucks out of the public, IBM did not package DOS 
with the computer. DOS has always beep sold 
separately, although the PC is useless wthout it. 

Manufacturers of other types of machines, such 
'as Apple; include thclfdiskoperating system with- 
the computer. The more reputable manufacturers 
oflBM-compatiblcs frequently include legally 
licensed versions of MS-DOS with their 
computers. 

But the cheap clonc-mokcra don't include DOS. 
The package adds $75 to $150 to the cost of a 
computer. But since it is easy to copy, many cut- 
rate dealers just install a generic version of DOS 
on the machines they sell. It is not a high-markup 

iteiu, a n d Ui e y would r athe r a d ve rt i oe a l ower 

price than give users the full package. 

It is software piracy, pure and simple. Most 
now users are.unaware of tha t. I n fact, most don’ t 
know what a disk operating system is, or how 
important it is. 

They don’t realize that unless they have a copy 
of DOS on a floppy disk, they could wind up like 
Jane. At best, without manuals, they have no idea 
how to moke their compter work-. 

If you ore buying a computer for the first time 
(or even the second), moke sure it comes with a 
full DOS package, including the manuals, even if 
you have to pay extra. 

First, it is tho othical thing to do. Segoad, it will 
protect you from disaster. And finall^cvch if 
DOS isn't exactly uscr-fricndiy, youfmight 
accidentally open an manual and Icam how to 
make yo ur c omputer woric harder for you.

Jays' outfielder George Bell 
suspended for second time 

NEW YORK TAP) — Outnelder George 
Bell of the Toronto Blue Jays has been 
. suspended for the second time this season 
for bumping an umpire, the American 
League said Wednesday. 

"" THFlarost incidoht.'involving umpire 
Tfm Welke during a June 24 game won by 
Oakland 7-1, resulted in Bell receiving a 
Ihrec'day suspsension. The suspension 
was to have begun Wedne-sday night, but 
the league said Bell has appealed, 
therefore delaying the penalty until a 
hearing is conducted.

Thousands of elk died thi.s 
winter because of a lack of 
adequate forage, in pun because 
of lust summer's extreme 
drought and forest fires in the 
park and a snowy winter. 

Stan Stephen.*! announced 
the foundation's purchase plan.s . 
Saturday night, at the dedication 
of the foundation's now visitor 
center in -Missoula. Stephens and 
other .Montana officials have 
been pressuring the federal 
government to help out with the 
winter range aci|uisilions.

— Whe^e-ht*•wn^ted^t■^vnsthc 
biggest lesson of the day and as 1 
watched I grinned at the way ho was 
catching trout. He didn’t catch near 
the number of fish I was catching, 
but ho was rewarded very well. He 
caught fewer but they were 
noticeably bigger than mine. 

Fishing across and downstream 
when a larger fish look his wet fly, 
its tendency was to follow the 
normal swing ofthe fiy-Erom-thc- 


entry of the stream back toward the 
bank the old angler was on and 
downstream from his position the 
trout would go. The fish nearly 
always went where the gentleman 
would end up if he changed spots. 

The fish felt more protected in the 
refuge of the shade. This was a nifty 
lesson in efficiency; f don't think-it — 
was consciou.*!; just years of 
expereinco adding automatic know- 
how to the ritual of fishing. 

The real lessons was where the 
careful angler placed, his fiy nnd the 
size of the fly. He used a No. 6 wet 
fly and he roll cast it directly into the 
heaviest, whitest water he could 
rcach.-Tho.fly would tumble over the 
head rock into the downside 
turbulence. 

A bend of the line allowed the fly 
to probe that frothed stew and then 
glide out the bottom of the 
turbulence, ready for a new cast — 
presuming, of course, it wasn't 
intercepted by a rainbow hellbent on 
destruction. 

I sat and watched and wondered, 
What'n wonderful adoptive 
mechanism is created out of time 
and necessity. 

At one point, the crafty fishe'rman 
noticed me watching. He was just - - 


Ho raised the 16-inch fish 
slightly, a little salute and 
acknowledgement to u fellow angloi 
that it was a fi ne dflyiandJiahing- 
‘ 'was good. 

He gradually moved on 
downstream, gaining and using 
..experience with every, step and .

Being somewhat bull-headed, I 
kept on dry fiy fishing, but the 
experience of the old angler casued 
me to alter my fishing. 

I bent on a fairly large caddis 
pattern, n real floater. I dressed it 
-and thc-leader- with floatantand

began fishing the only water I had 
been ignoring, the white stuff. I felt a 
little silly but I was curious. 

I knew I could duplicate the 
experience of the angler I had seen. 
But could I add a variation? 

The first stretch or two yielded 
■ nothing. Small fish were there in the 
-calmcrwaterfortho taking, bul l" ‘ 
doggedly pushed upstream with the 
big caddis in the roaring runs. 

Finally it began to click. I caught 
my bigger trout — hot four pounds 
like the old days — but fish up to 17 
inchc, wild and furious and out of tbo 
froth with the lightning leaps and 
ripping runs that said “classic 
rainbow," 

Like my mentor, I caught fewer 
fish but had better fishing. 

More to the point, I relearned a 
valuable technique and adapted. I 
gained oxpenence. I don't use a cane 
and the noonday sun still shines for 
mad dogs, Englishmon and me when 
I fish. 

But one day, all of us have to step 
into the shade, to rely on experience. 
If we do it right, we know how when 
the time comes and wo go on fishing, 
living and gaining experience.

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NW P ower Planning Council wants wildlife habitat restored 


SEATTLE (AP) — The Northwest Power 
Planning Council decided Wednesday to 
attempt to restore the wildlife.habitat lost 
because of construction of federal 
hydropower projects in the Northwest over 
the past 50 years. 

However, the eight-member council 

— ncknowledged-there-was a great dcol of 

uncertainty over how'much additional 
acreage coidd be recovered for wildlife, and 
set an interim goal of getting half the job 
done in 10 years, 

“Wildlife mitigation is a long-term 
process," said Bob Saxvik, council member 
from Idaho. 

The council directed its staff to revise a 


draft wildlife miO'^wh plan. 

A final plan could bo drafted for the 
council’s July 12-13 meeting in Whitefuh, 
Mont., said Rick Applegate, council fish and 
wildlife division director, with hearings and 
council action completed by the end of 
September. 

The council, with two members each from 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho and Montana, 
concluded its regular two-day monthly 
meeting Wednesday. The council is charged 
by Congress with planning the Northwest 
region's energy needs, and with enhancing 
fisheries ond wildlife affected by the region's 
federal dams. 

There were no catimatca of what the 


-mitigation-efforts- might- cost, -or-. how 
successful they might be. 

Tom Trulovc, council chairman, said 
there was a limit to what should be paid for 
enhancement. He sold researchers may find 
over tho years that part, or even all, of the 
habitat-replacement goal can be met, “but 
wc don't want to try to do what's impossible." 

Through the federal Bonneville Power 
Administration, the region's ratepayers now 
pay about $50 million a year for fish and 
wildlife, but mo^ of that is for fish 
cnhoncemcnt. Wildlife expenditures arc 
expected to remain below those for nshcrics, 
said council spokeswoman Dulcy Mahar. 

Besides revising the draft plan to include a 


■TlO^VuiCtargcr^zthczcQimcilr.df.cj.ded-tO; 
establish a council advisory group to serve 
during that decade. Members will include 
state and federal agencies, Indian tribes, 
utilities, BPA and conservation groups. 

The mitigation efforts would include a 
total of l<i0,000 “habitat units’ — each unit an 
acre of prime habitot for an identified 
“target species,’ Those species include deer, 
elk, pheasant, eagles, hawks, ducks, beaver 
and other animals. 

The largest area is the 101,000 acres in the 
Grand Coulee enhancement area. Others 
jneiude 30,000 acres in the Willomettc River . 
drainage, and some S,200 acreage units in 
south Idaho in the Palisades, Anderson 


-J^nch flnd.Black Canyon projects. 

The Washington state Uepnrtme’hTor 
Fisheries and the Colville and Spokane 
tribes have proposed 73,000 acres bo 
dedicated to wildlife enhancement as a 
primary 'stop in the Grand Coulee effort, said 
Applegate. 

Of that, managmont rights would be 
secured on 62,000 acres, including land and 
casement purchases, and 22,000 acres of 
tribal and state lands would be enhanced. 

Under the Northwest Power Act, the 
region's ratepayers are required only to 
findnee nshcrios and wildlife enhancement 
for that portion of the dam projects 
dedicated to power production.
